PICKED IT BT A TRANSPORT. '

Lieutenant McDonald was four days afloat,
keeping under shelter of th» hostile shore for
two days on account of the high sens, being
most of th»- time In a soaking rain. Finally,
flying a flag union down, elad In their under¬
clothing and drenched t»> the skin, the officer
and his companions overtook the transport
Aztec, which carried them to the battleship
Oregon.
The gunboat Helena w-as due to arrive at

Kamiguan island yeaterday. The Charleston
was returning from a five weeks' cruise along
the eastern coast of Luzon, and Admiral Wat¬
son was beKinnlnsr to be uneasy. He supposed,
